OMMERCIAL Opportunities and 
Commercial Methods in Siberia” 
the subject of a recent gen 
cation in, the Bulletin Commercial at 
Brussels, a copy of which has just 
reached the Treasury Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. The Siberian merchant, it 
says, is even more intelligent, ener- 
getic and enterprising than the mer- 
chants of Russia, and his average 
capitel is probably larger than that of 
the average Russian merchant. Pay- 
ments are made usually, as in Russia, 
at three, six, nine and twelve months. 
The opening of the Trans-Siberian 
Rallway has increased the wealth and 
consequently the cénsuming power of 
bevia, and caused an increased de- 
mand for foreign goods. There is, 


therefore, now an opening in Siberia 


for many kinds of goods not formerly 
sent to that country, except small 
quantities which directly from 
Russia, though the fact that the pop- 
ulation is chiefly agricultural, and in 
many cases half nomadic, makes it ap- 
perent that the market will be for a 
few years greatly restricted, especially 
«® regards articles of luxury. Only 
one-eighth of the population is located 
in the towns, and they are chiefly high 
officials and wealthy merchants. 

Th. classes of articles most likely to 
find a market in Eastern Siberia are, 
according to this statement, agricul- 
tural implements, machinery and in- 
dustrial material for flour milis, ol 
manufactures, butter factories, distil-

Woman’s Supericrity. 

T ST. PAUL’S PRO-CATHEDRAL 

yesterday morning, Rev. J. J. 

Wilkins, D.D., the dean, preached 
a noteworthy sermon upon the “Manli- 
ness of Christianity,”’ taking hie text 
from Acts xiii, 28: ‘Men and brethren, 
to you is the word of this salvation 
sent.”’ 

The sermon dwelt upon strength and 
: ness a8 the essentials of the 
Christian’s religion, and set forth. the 
falsity of the idea entertained by many 
men that Christianity is a belief to be 
encouraged and fostered as a pretty 
comfort for women and children, but 
to be set aside during open conflict 
with the world as @ refuge unworthy 
of men able to care for themselves. 
“Many men deceive themselves,” 


| said the speaker, “with the vicious idea 


that Christianity is a weak, unmaniy 
thing, good enough, perhaps, for womea 
and children and mer of a weak, fem- 


of strong, heroic mold, who have to 
give and take and hold their own in 
the rough and tumble of our hurly- 
burly life, or go to the wall. I am not 
referring, I need hardly gay, to that 
conceited class who arrogate to them- 
selves a sort of intellectual and moral 
sovereignty, and who dismiss religion 
with the filppant remark, ‘O, the 
women of my house attend to the re- 
ligious affairs.” I mean that large 
body of fairly intelligent men who, 
while they regard Christianity as a 
useful moral force, a sort of 
power in the community, yet believe 
theat.gny man of reasonable energy, 
shrewdness and mother wit,, should be 
able to fight alone the fight that is, 
and win for himself a  fairly-high 

lace in the world that is to come. 

here are such men in every commu- 
nity. They think of the church as a 
kind of spirituel hospital, where the 
weak and effeminate are carefully cod- 
died, dieted and fed, and entertained 
with pretty stories of onees crowns, 
streets Inlaid with pearl, and harpists 
quiring @ ceaseless melody in an in- 
finity of unceasing rapture. And as 
you would hot place a rugged oak un- 
der giass lest any wind should biow 
upon ft too roughly, or fhe tough. 
fibrous pine in a conservatory, so, they 
conceive, men are ma strong in 
mind, body, and sould not hymnas 
and chants, drowsy sefmons a s0po- 
rific readings, but by wintry storms, 
hard knocks, and the bitter stings of 

fortune. 

“Are you manilier then, brother men, 
or stron in Intellectual power. than 
Jesus of Nazareth, Saul. Tarsus, 
Newton, Faraday or Gladstone? More- 
over, however worthy such a thought 
may have been of men of that feebler 
and more sentimental age, when 
women were regarded as mere orna- 
ments to society, as lilies to set in a 
—— window, or to pin to a man's 

uttonhole, so to speak, it is not wor- 
thy the ‘men and brethren’ of today. 
And we who are not ashamed of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ know, from the 
power and comfort it brought to . 
the stre h it has given our , 
and the ring, fiber and stalwartness it 
has imported into our moral being, that 
He who declines the services of Him 
who hath ‘on His vesture and on His 
thigh a name writt ‘King of kings 
and Lord of lords,'”’ ause of a fan- 
cled sovereignty of itntellectual or 
physical power, and relegates it to 
women and children, because of their 
passive virtues, insults the God who 
made him, casts contempt on the 
Christ who became a little child thet 
he — redeem him, and puts :

“In truth, my brothers, if any hn»- 
man being can dispense with religion's 
sustaining power, that being is not 
man, but woman. If any n stands 
i vital ne@d of sacramen preathing, 
prayer and praise, that person is not 
woman, but man. Man, beset with 
fiercer and intenser temptations, both 
from within and from without, ever 
needs all the ghostly power religiun 
has to give. Woman, with all her 
faults, and they are not few, and the 
new woman gives littie promise of im- 
proving them, ts better than man in 
every way. Her conscience ts truer; 
her moral and spiritual perceptions 
clearer; her tnetitutiong more discrim- 
inati and just,-and her affections 
cen n@ in the serene’ atmosphere of 
home, of a purer and lees worldly type. 
Even her daily round and common task 
have aie religious and heavenward 
tread. While man is busy with finance, 
politics, trade, she dwells undisturbed 
and calm in her castie, home; queen 
of an empire all her own; children her 
loving subjects and husband's heart 
her undisputed throne. She bulids not 
cities, but immortal souls; she shapes 
not wood, tron or steel, but the human 
; she establishes not parties, syn- 
dicates or banks, but eternal destinies. 
And if she be truer to God in ft all, 
she finds th mother-love, household 
cares and toil, easy steps to the eter. 
nal throne. 

“Man has to do with lower. things. 
His ambitions run on a lower level; 
his aims are sordid: his aspirations 
limited by cent, per cent. and the nar- 
row sphere which walis him round. 
And if there be anything in this uni- 
verse of God that can redeem from 
the world’s lust and thrall. develop 
gentieness with firmness, meekness 
with courage, exalt the real above the 
unreal, the unseen above the seen, un- 
secularize human thought. harness mo- 
tive and desire to the chariot of God's 
holy will and pleasure, and send, the 
soul soaring above the clouds of .dust 
that whirl about our feet, that is the 
one thing that man supremely needs. 

“Ie there such a thing? Well, you 

now that the religion of Jesus Christ 
s just such ea thing. You have seen 
it soften and control the passionate 
and proud. You have seen it bring the 
worldly-ambitious to the foot of the 
cross. You can point to one and an- 
other from whom tt has expelled Nate 
and pride, and possessed with gentle- 
ness, tenderness, yet firmness withal, 
no less strange than sweet. And you 
have knowr men, intellectual giants, 
learned in the sciences and philosophies 
of earth, turn from’ them all to the 
religion of Jesus Christ for the rest 
and peace which it alone can give.” 

The sermon concluded with evi- 
dences of the praise of atrength and 
the call to conflict found in the Bible, 
and the thoroughly manty, fearless 
life of Jesus Christ the ideal man."

“Egotism Basis for Altruiam.”

OCEAN PARK WRECKED.

LARGE SECTION CARRIED AWAY 
BY HEAVY WAVES. 


Remaining Portion Greatly Weakened 
and More Damage Expected at Next 
High Tide—Man’s Leg Broken While 
Trying to Save Floating Wreckage. 


SANTA MONICA, Feb. 23.—The 
Ocean Park pleasure wharf was much 
damaged by the sea Saturday evening. 
At high tide the breakers were run- 
ning with great force, so that the outer 
end of the wharf was carried away, 
and its fragments were tossed upon 
the beach. 

About one hundred feet of the end 
of the pler was torn off. There are 
about three hundred feet more in which 
a large part a='the piling is gone, and 
it is feared that more of the wharf 
will go at the next high tide. 

Work was commenced a few days 
ago on the repairing of the pier. The 
contractor put on a considerable 
force and did some of the preliminary 
work in pre tien for pile driving, 
but the piles mot arrive as ex- 


drawn. 


The wharf was constructed y 


outfall sewer conduit. The conduit is 
of large cast-iron pipe, the sections of 
which are connected with ball-and- 
socket joints. The pipe was laid on 
the ocean bottom from the beach out- 
ward 1250 feet and between the iwo 
inner piles of é¢ach bent.

Plans are being prepared by the 
board of trustees of the First Ger- 
man Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Fifth and Olive streets for a three- 
story frame building to occupy the site 
at No. 447 South Olive street. The struc- 
ture will contain thirty. rooms and 
will be used exclusively for hospital 
purposes. 

Details are not yet completed, but 
it is known to be the intention of the | 
board to invest $25,000 in a modern 
hospital. There will be about twenty- 
five wards, and in addition large re- 
ception rooms, waiting rooms, oper- 
ating rooms and a commodious labo- 
ratory will be. provided. The struc- 
ture will be eq with a view to 
providing most comfortable and 
attractive surroundings possible. The 
exact size of the hospital has not been 
qetermined, but it is proposed to make 
it darge enough to accommodate ali 
the patients that will seek admittance 
from among the membership of the 
German Methodist churches in the Los 
Angeles conference. 

OTHER PLANS: IN VIEW. 

The site of the proposed sanitarium 
ur hospital is at present occupied by 

& two-story frame building, owned by 
the church, which: has been used as a 
rooming house and deaconess’ home. 
It has been planned to remove this 
buliding to the rear-of the lots occu- 
pied by the pastor’s residence at No. 
449 South Olive street.:The building will 
be remodeled throughout and be suit- 
ably arranged as a home for German 
boys who are members of the congre- 
gation, and who have no relatives in 
this country to interest themselves in 
their education and welfare. 

Thie home will be maintained under 
the stewardship of the church by the 
deaconesses already in the service of 
the congregation. It will be provided 
with parlors, receptions rooms and a 
large reading room. In the near future 
it is the intention of the church to 
n- | For young a system of night instruction 
or Germans who will be desir- 
ous learning American business 
methods. The tuilding will be re is 
eled in such a manner as will éasily 
admit of its being enlarged when it 
becomes crowded.
